was tbe wife of Tbeodure Tilton, who 
was a stenographer in Brooklyn In 1851, 
and took dawn Henry Ward Beecber's ser- 
mons in Plymouth church. Tilton suc- 
eeded Beeoher In 1861 as cditor-in-cblef 


Df the Independent, which was owned by 
Jenry C. Bowen, one of the founders of 
iymouth church. 
The married life of the Tiltons was un- 


happy, aid in 1870 Mm. Tilton left her 
husband's home. Beecher was consulted 
nd advised u separation. This advice 
aused a rupture between Beecber and Til- 
ou. Tilton secured bis infant child and 
his wife then returned to him. Tilton 
finally became tditor «f tbe Brooklyn 
Jniou, in which Bowen was a large 
iwner. Boweii and his editor bad u filli- 
ng out because of stories which reached 
Bowen reflecting on Tilton's moral char- 
acter. 


In an interview wit!) Bowen, Tilton 
barged Beecher with dishonorable con- 
duct towards Mrs. Tilton. 
Tilton, at 


Bowen's request, 
wrote a letter to 


tieecher, asking the latter to resign as 
pastor of Plymouth church. 
Beecher 


denounced Tilton's charges as insane, 
and refused to resign. 
Subsequently Til- 


ion obtained an alleged confession from 
is wife. He retracted in Beeoher's pres- 


ence every charge she had made. Beecber 
and Tilton subsequently met and were 
reconciled. In 1872 Bowen, Beecher and 
Tilton signed an agreement to bear each 
other good wili In the future. 


Humors began to spread again and 


Beeoher printed a card of denial. Tll- 
ton's name was stricken from tbe Ply- 
mouth church rolls. 
There was an 


ecclesiastical council which did nothing, 
and Tilton published an alleged confes- 
sion of Beeoher. 


Tilton, in August, 1874, fern years 


after tbe wrong charged, brought bia suit, 
naming Beeoher. The trial was famous 
in legal annals, both for length and for 
ability of counsel engaged. Great crowds 
assembled In tbe court room daily. The 
jury finally disagreed. 


After the trial lira. Tilton was alleged 


to have made another confession, .which 
Beeoher met with another denial. When 
Baeober died Mn. Tilton expiessed the 
regret that she could not have been taken 
instead. Her two daughters kept house 
for her.

SPECULATIONS AS TO THE CAUSE, 


Cnbans Say that Spain is Out of Money 


—The Greek "Irregulars" Mak- 


ing It Very Warm for 


the 
Turks. 


Washington, April 16.—According to 


information from trustworthy sources the 
wl jhdrawal of at least a part of tbe Span- 
ish ai my In Cuba will beign within a few 
days. 
Tbe movement is to begin with 


the departure of 10,OCRi troops from Havana 
for Spain, followed soon after by 30,000. 
Whether cbis movement Is to be construed 
in favor of or against tbe insurgents it is 
mpossible now to say. Tbe Spanish in- 
sist that it means that little or nothing 
remains of the Insurrection: that Gomez 
has only fifty or a hundred followers, and 
t.iat there is no necessity for tbe great 
army Spain has now in Cuba.

'ubars on tbe other band Insist that 


Spanish financial resources are exhausted, 
and that tbe troope are to bo withdrawn 
because of lack of money to keep them in 
tbo service. 


Greekg and Turks In Battle. 


Larissa, April 
18.—(Copyrighted by 


Associated Press )—Severe fighting has 
occurred in Macedonia between Greek 
'irregulars" and the Turks. The column 
of "Irregulars" advancing from Pitgavi- 
;za, which captured Sltovon and poshed 
on with orders to capture and hold Kour- 
duzl at all hazards, as it commands the 
right approach to Graveua. carried out its 
orders. The place was defended by two 
companies of Turks. After a servere 
fight, In which eighty Turks were killed, 
ind twenty-five taken prisoners tbe posi- 
tion waa captured. The insurgents, how- 
ever, suffered a severe check in another 
direction. A strong Turkish force from 
Uecovon, with mountain gune, advanced 
on Krania, previously captured by Greeks 
ind attacked four hundred'•|rregulars"in 
an Intrenched position. It is reported 
;hat fighting TBS ferocious on butb sides. 
The insurgents were evidently compelled 
to retreat north to tbe mountains. Some 
succeeded in breaking through the Turk- 
sh lines, and escaped to Baltino. A num- 
ber of refugees eventually returned Into 
Jreek territory. 
Some of them declare 


ihat their leaders badly managed the cam- 
paign. They declare that 205 Turks weie 
killed, while tho "Irregulars" lost only 
eight.

authorities maintain, that hereditary 
tendencies come, to a great extent, from 
the grandparents, and even from pre- 
rioua ancestors, so that, if there has 
been a good average of long life in past 
gencnttious, the fact that early death 
In the case of the father or mother need 
Dot be of serious consequence. 


One of ttie most interesting: opinions 


that t obtained in regard to the chances 
of long- life came from Nicola Tesla, 
the inventor and electrician, who thinks 
that «kep has much to do with the 
matter. 


"A moo. bA6 been given a certain term 


ot life," said Mr. Tesla, "so many hours 
Ic pas» on this earth—I mean hours 
when he Is alive—awake; I do not count 
the hours when he is sleeping; I do not 
believe they are, strictly speaking, in- 
cluded i n hi* term of life. When a man 
realU lives he is dying hour by hour, 
but v\ Lien he sleeps he is accumulating 
tital forces which will make him go 
on living;, fn other words, in measur- 
ing out our dole of hours to each one 
of us, the,, great timekeeper stops hie 
count while we are sleeping. There- 
fore, the longer a man sleeps the longer 
he will remain on earth. Nearly all 
longlived people have been great sleep- 
ers. When De Lessepswae on the ocean 
he would sleep 20 hours on a stretch. 
Gladstone ia a great sleeper, and av- 
o rapes \1 hours a day. I can believe 
that a man who would learn to sleep 
18 hours a day might live 200 years."

wealth a*d population is S)>ain, once 
the chief colonial power of the Euro- 
pean continent. While other govern- 
ments have been extending their influ- 
ence aud possessions, Spain has been 
falling in the rear, and the reason fort 
this is seen clearly in Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines. 
Wasteful, oppressive, mer- 


cenary and inefficient government is 
the direct cause. 


In a census oi the colonial posses- 


sions of governments made 20 years 
ago, it appeared that the total colonial 
possessions of Great liriain covered 7,- 
000,000 square miles, or more than 6C 
times the extent of theUnitexlKingdom, 
and had a population of about 200,000,- 
000. 
France had foreign colonies, ex- 


clusive of Algeria, covering1460,000 Eng- 
lish square miles, w ith a population o* 
",500,000. The colonial possessions oi 
Spain, the remnantof the heritage from 
Spain's navigators, covered an area of 
115,000 English square miles, with a pop- 
uiatiou of 8,500,000. Germany, newly 
established as a united government, 
had no foreign colonies; neither did aiOy 
ol the <jerma.ii states. The colonies ol 
the Netherlands covered 660,000 square, 
miles, and had a population oi 24,000, 
000. 
Belgium had no colonies. 
Deal- 


mark's colonies were chiefly islands 
tiie total population being about 50, 
000. Xorway and Sweden had one small 
island, and Portugal had colonies covei1 
ing 713,000 English miles, with a popu- 
lation of 4,000,000. Since that time most 
European governments have extended 
their territory. 


The Hritish empire now covers 11,- 


000,000 square miles, of which only 120,- 
000 are in, the Uniufi Kingdom. 
The 


population of the English colonies u 
340,000,000. Tbe colonies of France 
cover 2,900,000 square miles, and have a 
population of 21,000,000. The area ol 
the colonies of the Netherlands is 760,- 
000 miles, and the population is 29,000, 
COO. There are nearly 6,000,000 saih 
jects of the German empire in Africa, 
and 8,000,000 of Belgium. The Bussians 
have spread their colonies, until these 
have ia Asia a population in excess oi 
T'.O.OOO.OOO, and though the population ol 
Portugal is less than 5,000,000, the col- 
onies of Portugal have collectively a 
population in excess of 6,000,000, the 
area of Portugal's colonies being 30 
times greater than that of the home 
country. 
Denmark's colonies have 


spread, though, not muoh, and Italy ha* 
appeared among European nations hav 
Ing colonial possessions. Spain alone, 
has made no headway. There has beer, 
no increase of her possessions or of the 
population of them. Many districts ol 
Cuba and a few of those of the Philip- 
pines have been dei astated by war, and 
the commerce of these colonies with 
the home country has declined appreci- 
ably. The Spaniards are in no position 
to hope for an extension of their col 
c:iial possessions. 
Indeed, all present 


indications point to the ultimate with- 
drawal of Spain from muoh tcrritorj 
that she now rules.—X. Y. Sun.

GOOD CITIZENSHIP. 


By Bev. E. B. Handle. 


It cannot be questioned that oar present 


system of civilization has been produced 
by Christianity, and not by Infldellty and 
material forces; and It must be maintain- 
ed and perpetuated by the same spiritual 
truths. Whenever wa undertake to do 
without practical Christianity In our 
municipal and governmental relations and 
enterprises, we, as a nation, will deterior- 
ate morally, mentally and 
materially, 


because the triumphs o( truth, justice 
and humanity can not be accounted for 
on any anti-Christian theory. 
Infidelity 


and paganism have done nothing to pro- 
mote the highest Interests of humanity 
and civilization. Every student knows 
that tbe human race did not begin to 
move toward higher ideals and nobler 
pnrposes until Christianity came to direct 
and Inspire its course. 


The people of this higlby favored and 


most progressive of all nations cannot 
afford to ignore or even underestimate 


'brlstian agenoies and principles. 
The 


citizen who disbelieves In tbe regenerat- 
ng power of Christian 
truth cannot 


ustlfy himself. For let him look in any 
direction he.may, he sees evidences which 
refute his Infidel expressions, and rebuke 
ils degrading theories. 


In this country we have no state church 


io oppress the people, yet we are not anti- 
rellgloua and opposed to tbe church. 
Svery thoughtful man knows that tbe co- 
operation of church and state Is unneces- 
sary for the presevatlon and perpetuity of 
our freedom, welfare, and 
prosperity. 


Our Institutions were conceived In, and 
)crn of Christian truth; our laws are tbe 
product of Christian thought and feeling: 
the philosophy of our progress does not 
antagonize, but harmonizes with Chris- 
tian aims and teachings. 
When we fail 


to use Christian principles In municipal, 
state and national affairs, our politics be- 
come corrupt.our Interests are imperilled, 
and the work of retrogression begins. 
Yet some say the ten commandments have 
EO place In politics. 
And to our shame 


je It said that they do not have tbe place 
and Influence they should have. Do we 
not see venality and corruption pervading, 
more or less, every branch of the govern- 
ment? Even our balls 
of justice are 


frequently tainted with it, while tbe poll- 
.ioians and office peckers, with very few 
exceptions, are prostituting the elective 
franchise throng bout the land by a venal 
use of tbe almighty dollar. With these 
facts before ua, is it not the imperative 
duty of every lover of his country to fling 
partisanship to the four winds and refuse to 
support 'objectionable 
candidates for 


municipal, state, and national offices, 
and also discountenance and remjve all 
who are not ethical object lessons worthy 
of study? For, as has beec said, by one 
who knows, "if tbe source be putrid, the 
overflowing stream becomes foul also." 
Tbe fall of the Roman empire had its 
birth In the topmost strata of Roman 
society, and the masses with ready iml- 
tatlveoess, became rotten to the core. 


All attempts to compromise and con- 


ciliate tbe dangerous agitators who are 
striking at organized society by ti.e em- 
ployment of corrupt methods will result 
n untold evil. They are started and 
}tuhed forward to push one set of fellows 
oat of office to pnt another set In. They 
are championed by lazy and worthless 
fellows who have found out that they can 
make a living by talking to tbe crowd 
and passing around the bat. 


Good government and Christianity are 


not at war. Tboy are indlssolluble united 
and cannot be dispensed with in produc- 
ing tbe highest political character and 
life. Every intelligent citizen must be 
in sympathy with them; and bis services 
are needed in promoting them. There 
are some persons wbu feel quite powerless 
So help on the cause of reform or to Im- 
prove the moral character of a single in- 
dividual, because they have no gift for in 
flnenclng men by direct appeal. They 
have, perhaps, tried and failed, end so 
although they would like to do some good 
In tbe world, they are hopeless of any 
success. Let snob take courage as they 
renumber how many indirect, yet most 
effectual methods there are of accomplish- 
ing this end. L*.t them study the multi- 
tudes of civilizing agencies that are silent- 
ly working In the Interest ot morality, 
and attach themselves to such as most 
heartily engage 
taeir 
attention and 


Interest. 


Without certain qualifications for cltl 


zonshlp, I believe universal suffrage is a 
failure. Our present qualifications for 
ciltzeneblp are insufficient. 


We require that a male shall be born 


and live twenty-one years here, or else 
that be shall have been five years here 
and taken a certain oath. In contradis- 
tinction to a monarchy we give the sov- 
ereignty not to one, but to all families, 
and allow them to select our municipal, 
state and national rulers. We do not 
exact that they shall qualify themselves 
tocboose windy. Rights imply duties, 
and be should lose bis right who does 
not do the duty it implies. Ev«n educat- 
ed and good men often choose unwisely; 
but It la certain that an ignorant and 
bad mnn will choose unwisely. There 
are, no doubt, exceptions, but tbe rule 
will hold good. An educated Christian 
community will make the fewer mistakes, 
and elect purer men as representatives. 
No man oan become a member of a seont 
and benevolent society or of any church 
without passing an examination. But 
when one ask* to be admitted to citizen 
ship in tbe greatest government on cartb, 
and become one of Its ruleri about all 
that is demanded Is that he be a native, 


or that be has lived ben a certain num- 
ber of years. 


He may be Ignorant—not even able to 


read or apeak our language; he may have 
spent years in jail; he may be destitute of 
all tbe virtues, but if he is a native born, 
or has lived bere five years, be has all the 
qualifications that are considered neces- 
sary for the selection of municipal, state 
and national rulers. 


We have suffered too innch and too 


long from this reckless indifference to 
the character of our voters. 
Not ev>.ry 


vile ignoramus should have citizenship 
conferred upon him. Every man should 
be required to know something of tbe 
character and workings of our political 
Institutions, and be In harmony with 
them, and should sustain a character for 
truth and veracity before he should be 
allowed to become a ruler in tho greatest 
government on earth. 


CYCLE NEWS AND LOGIC. 


How Beginners Should Learn to Ride — 


Against Wheel Tuxatlon. 


Bicycle reform is gradually spreading. 


This is especially true of tbe agltatbn 
having in view tbe passage of bills com- 
pelling the railroads to carry hicyles as 
baggage. Such bills are now in force in 
tbe Empire state, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Arizona, California and Ohio; 
and the prospect Is bright for tbe passage 
of similar acts in New Jersey, Michigan 
and several other states. The bill recent- 
ly passed by the legislators of New Jersey 
now only needs tbe signature of the gov- 
ernor to make it a law. 


It has been the custom for years for 


manufacturers to bring out their new 
models at tbe time of the cyclo shows but 
at least the rule has been broken. Last 
week the new Crescent racer made Its first 
appearance 
at the company's eastern 


branch In New York. It is a superior 
looking wheel in every particular and met 
with instant favor among tne racing men 
who inspected it. The bead is six and 
three-quarter inches in length and tbe 
crank banger Is dropped two and one-half 
Inches, which Is half an inch lower than 
the regnlarjraoer. 


Tula is]tbe season for beginners in cy- 


cling and here are gome good suggestions 
from an instructor who is regarded as one 
of tbe best In the metropolis? 1. Orasp 
tbe handle-bars lightly and do not stiffen 
tbe muscles of the arms or shoulders. 2. 
Turn the wheel gently in the direction in 
which y ou feel you are falling; never jerk 
it 
3. Do not be afraid to bear down on 


the pedal -i ; tbe faster you go the more 
easily you will find it to control your 
wheel, 4. Always look ahead, or rather 
coward tbe point to which yon wish to go; 
if you look down you are almost sure to 
get "rattled" and if yon fix a terror 
stricken gaze on any object you wish to 
avoid you are almost sure to run it down. 


Some strong arguments why cyclists 


should not be taxed have been advanced 
from time to tinio as the subject bas been 
agitated. Speaking on tbe matter recent- 
ly a prominent Chicago wheelman gave 
these reasons why cyclists should not be 
subjected to a speoal tax because they bap- 
pen to own wheels. 1. The cyclist does 
not wear out tbe roads or leave offensive 
tracks as dots the horse traffic, create 
blocks, or impede traffic in any manner 
whatever. 2. A cycle, though frequently 
a luxury, la often a necessity to the work 
man and the business man aa well. 3. 
1 he cyclist, although the careless person 
often casts his body before his wheel, al- 
ways suffers with his victim in person, 
machine and sometimes purse. 4. Cyc- 
ling is pursued by rich and poor alike, 
and a uniform tax on machines would 
press harshly on tbe poor rider, fi. A 
tax upon an Instrument of locomotion, 
not used solely for loe'il purposes, would 
be costly to enforce, and unless fixed at an 
oppressively high rate, the ezrsnse of ar- 
ranging its incidence and collection would 
seriously diminish tbe receipts. 6. The 
imposition oC a tax on a pasttime and the 
enforcement of tbe law by prosecutions 
and penalties are unpopular in a eport- 
lovlng country. 7. Many persona keep a 
cycle for occasional use, and to tax these 
equally with tbe constant riders would 
not be equitable. 
8. A tax would inva- 


riably impose a check upon tbe pursuit ot 
a Healthy and beneficial pastime.

Illinois Fiih Product, 


The annual report of the Illinois Fish- 


ermen's association has been Issued, and 
the estimates of the number of pounds of 
fish caught in the Illinois river and ship- 
ped are startling. The grand total of 
pounds of all kinds is 7,858,811, and the 
total value 18 estimated at 1207,987.32.

Every 
body was satisfied and regarded the dill 
genoe of the boose aa in thejnterest of thi 
people and their pursuits. 
While this ii 


true everybody expects that the preceding 
on the bill in the senate will be tedious 
became nobody experts the senate can do 
anything In any other way. But the fad 
that tbe peop!e|accept the situation with 
out murmuring Is not to be taken as evi 
dence that .the people are not concerns 
about the passage of a protective tariff 
bill. They know they cannot eipec 
baste in the senate and know there ii 
nothing to do bnt wait patiently as pos 
sible. This condition of things, which 
obtaina in the senate in relaclion to other 
legislation of a partisan character or 
where there is a marked division of 
opinion baa caused considerable censure 
of that branch of congress which has hat 
the effect of leaving [he impresson In the 
minds of many tbat the senate is always 
against the people and tbat it Is composed 
of a different class cf beings from those in 
tbe bouse. The difference is not in tbe 
men but in the rules governing tbe pro- 
ceedings. In the bouse they have, as a 
rale well defined 
majorities and tbe 


party in power has been enabled to adopt 
rule* to close debate and prevent fill 
blistering go 19 to reaob a vote on a propo 
sltion whenever tbe majolrty desires It. 
Under mob rules tbe tariff bill was put 
through toe bouse speedily. In tbe sen- 
ate the cage Is different. It Is a smaller 
body and until recently few rules were 
needed ai toe body could and was largely 
governed by courtesy. It has never bad 
rules providing for closing debate and 
now tbat tbat body has grown to Dumber

tbe senate has bad a majority secure 
enough to adopt closing rules and enforce 
them xnd tbe senate has been left in or 
has grown into Its present dilemma un- 
consciously with no oondit'on for a sue 
cessfn! change In Its methods.

The violoncello and the harp 
keep the hair in prettv well, 'nit tin- 
flute cannot be depended ujion to pre- 
serve a strong- growth after the fiftieth 
year of age.

uded within Baltimore's limits, no- 
here forming anything like a village, 
nd there is no store, no church, no post 
Bee, nor even a cider mill. The peo- 
e are prosperous enough as Vermont 
rmers define prosperity, but they 
eep moving away whenever oppor- 
mity offers and nobody ever moves 
. It is 20 years since a wedding took

OLIVE QREEN SQUADRON. 


Halt* 
Wanhtia Will 


Color In. War Time. 


Olive green will be the fighting- eolor 


of the new ships oi the navy of tho 
United States. 


This is the decision arrived at for the 


present by navy department officials, 
and, were war now to be declared, every 
cruiser and battle ship in the fleet would 
be dressed in an olive green tint inside 
of 36 hours. 


The color selected is the result of a 


series of tests with the torpedo boat 
Gushing- and the Anuiien ram Katah- 
din. 


Ewery visible spot of the hull of the 


Katahdin has reeehed an application 
of the fighting- color, and the ugly craft 
looks all the uglier in her war paint, 
particularly when viewed side by side 
with. Ihe handsome Montgomery and 
the sleek Columbia, 


Olive green has been found to be the 


color least \isible at sea. There are. 
other colors which would be more suit- 
able for certain operations, but for all- 
round w ork the shade selected is deemed 
the best adapted. 


The Cushing demonstrated, under the 


powerful rays of the searchlight, that 
white was readily picked up. On the 
other hand, a blni-i; object was less 
easily detected by the searchlight than 
a white one. 


A black object is probably the least 


3'fficult for a lookout to discover when 
scanning the water on a dark night, 
and when depending entirely upon his 
ejes.

years, painted a drab. This idea was 
taken up from the blockade runners. 
The latter, in steering into the mouth 
of a harbor, were often able to discern 
the black hulls of the blockading ships 
long before the blockade runner could 
be made out. 


For any work at sea a drab color has 


many advantages. It more closely ap- 
proaches to the shade of the atmos- 
phere, and to th« tone of the horizon 
backing the ship. But at night the 
searchlight readily makes out a drab- 
painted object. 


The olive green w hich has been se- 


lected for the new naM s,hips is notonly 
difficult to make ort bj day, but ex- 
perience shows is tbo hardest known 
color to discern at n ght, when under 
the searchlight nu s. 


The torpedo boats commanders are 


particularly interested in the subject 
of ship paints. It means much to them, 
whether or no their vessels are discov- 
ered by the enemy's searchlight when 
at a distance of l.iOO yards from the 
enemy or at 700 j ards. 


The earlier the charging-in torpedo 


boat is discovered, just that much 
longer will she be under fire. 


During the fight with the insurgent 


Admiral ifello in 1591, the loyal ships of 
the Brazilian navy were painted agreen- 
ish shade. The torpedo boats which 
attacked th« rebel admiral's flagship 
the Aquidaban, were enabled by reason 
of their green-tinted hulls to approach 
within 400 .tards ol her before being 
disco%ered.

the Acjuidaban was torpedoed before 
bhe oould beat off her assailants. 


The shade of paint now on the Ka- 


tahdin is believed to be as near perfect 
as can be produced. Unless one is on 
the sharp outlook one will pass down

yard in ful I vie w and fail to detect the Ka- 
tahdin lying along its face, and that, 
too. at adistance of not oier 700 >ards. 


The new- paint color is not to be ap- 


plied to the sides of the warsh'ps b}r any 
method of guesswork. The exact pro- 
portion of the mixture has been ac- 
curately determined and is so issued to 
the commanders of warships.

DAMAGE CASE AT TUSCOLA. 


W. C. Johu snd I. B. Mill* on Opposite 


Sides In the Litigation. 


The 110,000 damage case of Newman 


against tbe Christian church at Tnscola 
came up before Judgo Vail In tbe Douglas 
county circuit court this afternoon. At- 
torney W. C. Johns for the 
plain- 


tiff nnd State's 
Attorney 
Mills for 


tbe defense, 
left 
for 
Tnscola 
at 


noon, 1 Decease came up on a demurrer 
to tbe declaration of the plaintiff as filed 
by Mr. Johns. 


The case is of a highly sensational char- 


acter with Mr Newnan, a former mem- 
ber of tbe church, at logger beads with 
Rev. Mr. Fife, the pastor, tbe board ot 
deacons and elders and tbe members of 
tbe congregation. All aro united against 
Newman. It appears that Newman has 
been making trouble for the churob over 
since Pastor Fife came to the town. Fife 
came to Tuscola from a point in Texas, 
where it appears that the clergyman had 
been in some trouble; had been indicted 
and had been fined. The lusoola church 
investigated the Texas story, and found 
it true, but recommended that Mr. Fife be 
retained as be was doing a good work. 
Tbe church sustained tbe report and gave 
Fife a vote of confidence. Tbe action did 
not suit Newman, who got tbe Texas 
story published in tbe Kentucky paper, 
which later gave place to an attack on 
Newman, wbo made tbe harmful publica- 
tion tbe basis for bin suit fcr damages.

many Decatur people. 
The church in its 


treatment of Newman, in refusing to 
recognize him as a member and In failing 
to give him a letter, will plead justifica- 
tion.
